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payments. There shall also be deducted from the retroactive and
future compensation of any county officer or deputy that portion of
compensation lawfully paid in 1970 based upon the wvaluation of
moneys and credits.

SEC. 7. Section three hundred forty point nine (840.9), Code
1966, as amended by chapter two hundred seventeen (217), section
seven (7), Acts of the Sixty-third General Assembly, First Session,
is further amended by striking from line thirty-nine (89) the word
“shall” and inserting in lieu thereof the word “may”.
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SEc. 8. This Act being deemed of immediate importance shall be
in full force and effect from and after its passage and publication in
the Adams County Free Press, a newspaper published at Corning,
Iowa, and the Creston News-Advertiser, a newspaper published at
Creston, Iowa.
